MARRIED WOMEN IMPORTANT 
IN COUNTRY’S LABOR FORCE 


“That there is a place for mar- 
ried women in the labor force as 
well as in the home has been defi- 
nitely established as more and 


more women with husbands take 
jobs where their services are

said Miss Frieda S. Miller, Direc- 
tor of the Women’s Bureau of the 
United States Department of Labor. 

There has been a large increase 
in the ranks of women workers in| 
the years since World War II, 
practically all of it due to the en- 
trance of married women into the 
labor force, Miss Miller said. 

Throughout the postwar period 
there has been no material change 
in the number of single women 
workers, which stands at about 5.5 
million: Neither has there been any 
notable increase in women work- 
ers who are widowed or divorced, 
of whom there are about 2.9 mil-) 
lion. The number of married wom- 
en workers, on the other hand, has 
grown from 7.5 million in 1947 to 
10.4 million in April, 1952 (date of 
latest figures released). 

There was a smaller increase be- 
tween 1951 and 1952 than in earlier 
postwar years, but over the rest| 
of that period (1947 to 1951) an av-: 


erage of 650,000 ‘married women 
was added to the labor force each 
year. The number of married 
women who were working in April, 
1952, exceeded the World War II 
peak by almost 2 million. Today 
there are 19 million women work- 
ers producing goods and services 
in the United States and slightly 
more than half are married 
women. 

The Women's Bureau Director 
called attention to another signifi-| 
cant trend in married women’s em-' 
ployment as revealed by the census, 
figures: the tendency during the 
past decade for women to return 
to work—or, as it may happen, to 
take jobs for the first time—after 
reaching middle age, whereas be- 
fore World War II it was largely 
young wives in their twenties and 
early thirties who went into out- 
side employment, 

The April, 1952 figures showed 
that the greatest proportion of 
working wives were those in their 
early forties (33.3 per cent were! 
working); and even married wom- 
en in their early fifties entered the 
labor force in about the same pro- 
portions as those in their twenties 
and early thirties (around 25 per 
cent in both the younger and older} 
age groups.)

Teamos, Bakers Sign 
Mutual Aid Contract 


CHICAGO (LPA) — The Team- 
sters and the Bakery and Confec- 
tionery Workers signed a 10-year 
mutual assistance pact here re- 
cently and Teamsters President 
Dave Beck said it was one of a 
series of such agreements he would 
endeavor to obtain with other 
unions. 

“The Teamsters,” he said, “will 
respect the jurisdiction of every 
union. Because they touch every 
industry, the Teamsters will aid 
all other unions within their juris- 
dictions.” 

Under the agreement announced 
by James G. Cross,*B&CW presi- 
dent, at the union’s headquarters, 
the two AFL unions will coordi- 
nate their efforts in organizing, 
negotiate any jurisdictional dis- 
pute and provide for joint aid in 


the same period of time. Secondly, 
a@ person might work and illegally 
draw benefits at the same time.

Q. Suppose a large overpay- 
ment is established for $200 or $300.

Q. If an overpayment is as- 
sessed and I am not satisfied with 
the decision of the local office, 
what may I do? 

A. You may appeal the deci- 
sion; an interviewer in the local

Q. Where do I get my disability 
insurance; how may I obtain the 
forms; what is the proper pro- 
cedure? 

A. Disability benefits are pay- 
able by the Department of Em- 
ployment when you are covered by 
the State plan, or are paid by your 
employer or an insurance carrier 
if you are covered under a volun- 
tary plan. State benefit forms may 
be obtained from any office of the 
Department and usually from un-

Follow 
the directions on the form, For 
benefits under voluntary plans, ob- 
tain forms from your employer. 


Q. How much money do I have 
to earn to be eligible to draw dis- 
ability insurance? 


A. You must have earned at 
least $300 in subject employment, 
but if more than 75 per cent of 
your base period earnings were 
paid in one calendar quarter, your 
total wages must equal or exceed 
30 times your weekly benefit 
amount. 

Q. May “lag perfod” earni 
be used for establishing a disath 
ity insurance claim? 

A. Yes. The provision that a 
claimant must have earned suffi- 
cient wages during his first bene- 
fit year under the unemployment 
insurance program does not apply 
to disability insurance. 4 

Q. What is a disability? 

A. Any mental or physical in- 
jury or illness which prevents you 
from performing your regular or 
customary work is a disability 
within the meaning of the law. 

Q.. Is pregnancy covered by dis- 
ability insurance? 

A. No. Illness caused by oF 
arising out of pregnancy is not cov- 
ered up to the termination of such 
pregnancy and for a period of 28 
days thereafter, 

Q. May I get forms for a mem- 
ber of my family whi is sick, or 
for-a friend? 

A. Yes, by calling at or tele 
phoning any Department of Eme 
ployment office. 

Q. How can a person so dis- 
abled that he can’t act for himself 
file a claim for disability insur- 
ance? 

A. A member of his family, a 
friend, or an official of a recog- 
nized medical institution may at © 
as the claimant’s authorized rep- 
representative by filing form 
DE 2522, Appointment of Repre- 
sentative for Incapacitated Claim- 
ant.
